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N.O.  missionary  answers  question 
by  staying  at  downtown  mission

NEW  ORLEANS  -  “When  are  you 
leaving?" 

Tl^  question  was  more  of  an  ac-  * 
cusation  than  a  search  for  informa¬ 
tion. 

Having  witnessed  p^des  of  people 
walk  in  and  out  of  their  lives,  children 
in  downtown  New  Orleans  asked 
Larry  Miguez  when  he  was  leaving  in 
the  practically  same  breath  that  they 
said  hello. 

lb  their  surinise,  the  home  mis¬ 
sionary  sta^  for  17  years. 

Miguez,  director  of  the  Rachel  Sims 
Baptist  Mission  in  New  Orleans,  en¬ 
countered  the  inner  city  as  a  student 
intern  from  New  Orleans  Seminary. 
He  graduated  from  the  seminary  but 
not  the  city. 

The  native  oi  Port  Arthur,  Ibx.,  says 
his  community  is  typical  of  any  mis¬ 
sion  with  a  downtown  zip  code.

More  than  56,000  people  represent¬ 
ing  19  ethnic  gi^ps  live  in  the  seven 
blod(8  between  the  mission  and  the 
Mississippi  River.  The  mission  is  four 
blocks  from  the  second  largest  bous¬ 
ing  project  in  the  city.  High  school 
dropouts,  illiteracy,  poverty,  crime, 
and  drug  abuse  are  everyday  prob¬ 
lems. 

Rather  than  retreating  to  the  sub¬ 
urbs  at  the  end  of  every  work  day, 
Miguez  lives  within  a  block  of  the 
mission. 

‘‘My  idea  of  ministry  is  that  it’s  not 
over  at  nine  when  you  close  the  doors,” 
Miguez  says. 

Miguez  is  the  legal  guardian  for 
three  boys  from  the  conununity,  in¬ 


LITTLETON,  Colo.  (BP)  —  Ttevor 
Woods,  16-year-old  son  of  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  to  Japan,  died 
Feb.  22  after  a  courageous  eight- 
month  fight  with  leukemia. 

Doctors  told  his  parents,  Ibny  and 
Marsha  Woods  of  Evergiwn,  Colo., 
they  had  never  seen  a  more  mature 
response  than  Tlevor’s  when  thw  told 
him  days  befoi^  his  death  his  blood 
was  half  cancerous  and  be  was  about 
to  die. 

‘‘It’s  okay  if  I  die.  I’m  ready  to  die,” 
he  said.  ‘‘But  I  want  to  die  in  Japan, 
and  I  want  to  be  buried  in  Japan.” 

'lYevor  was  born  in  San  Francisdo 
but,  except  for  furloughs  in  the  United 
States,  had  lived  in  Japan  since  the 
Woods  began  their  church-starting 
missionary  career  when  he  was  3. 

“He  had  three  best  friends  in  Japan 
—  Japanese  he  grew  up  with,”  Mrs. 
Woods  said.  “TOey’ve  all  become 
Christians  through  the  years. 

‘They’re buddies;  bet,  best  fiiends. 
They’re  kind  of  “the  gang’  at  church.” 

The  four  boys  had  decided  early 
they  would  all  be  baptized,  althou^ 
one  boy’s  parents  held  out  until  just 
last  year  tefore  allowing  their  son  to 
become  a  Christian,  she  said.  The 
group  planned  to  form  a  Christian 
rock  band  and  then  be  together 
throughout  eternity. 

Unable  to  make  the  trip  to  Japan, 
Trevor  lay  in  a  coma  in  a  Colorado 
hospital  for  three  days  before  his 
parents  realized  he  was  waiting  to  ex¬ 
perience  one  last  time  with  his  bud¬ 
dies.  The  Woodses  arranged  for  them 
to  talk  to  him  over  the  phone.  About 


30  minutes  later,  Trevor  died. 

The  Woodses  were  preparing  to 
return  to  Jajjan  last  July  after  ^ir 
third  furlough  when  their  son  was 
diagnosed  as  having  leukemia. 

llie  following  months  brought  much 
pain  as  the  disease  and  chemotherapy 
treatments  progressed. 

At  the  hospital,  TVevor’s  character 
prevailed.  “He  would  just  attach 
himself  to  little  children.  He  would  tell 
me  he  would  pray  for  these  children 
because  he’d  near  them  crying,”  his 
mother  said.  “He  really  had  a  heart 
like  that.” 

At  a  young  age,  'IYcvot  “had  become 
aware  that  his  life’s  calling”  was  to  be 
a  missionary.  “He  was  really  commit¬ 
ted  to  that,”  she  said. 

During  Christmas.  Trevor  told  his 
parents  that  1991  was  the  best  year  of 
his  life.  Trevor  loved  cars,  “anything 
with  wheels,”  she  said. 

Just  before  he  became  ill,  Trevor 
had  learned  to  drive.  He  drove  much 
of  the  way  to  Alaska  on  a  three-week 
camping  trip  with  his  parents  and 
11-year-old  brother,  Nathan.  ._ 

As  soon  as  he  was  diagnosed  with 
leukemia,  his  father  called  a  dealer 
and  arranged  a  ride  for  him  in  a  Fer¬ 
rari.  “He  thought  it  was  a  ball,  the  fact 
that  the  guy  said,  ‘Don’t  tell  your 
parents  we  went  120  miles  an  hour,’  ” 
Mrs.  Woods  said.  “We  were  ail  a  little 
envious.” 

The  Woodses  ask  that  anyone  wan¬ 
ting  to  give  memorial  gifts  make  a 
donation  through  the  Fweign  Mission 
Board  for  work  in  'Taitomi.

“We  have  a  good  group  of  young 
prople  who  come  to  the  mission,” 
Miguez  says.  “Most  of  them  make  an 
attempt  to  get  out  of  this  environment, 
but  its  very,  very  hard  to  change 
when  you’re  living  in  a  bad  situation.” 

It  can  also  be  tord  to  be  upbeat.  “I 
just  can’t  dwell  on  the  magfotude  of 
the  problems,”  Miguez  says.  “There 
are  too  many  needs  and  problems  to 
think  about  it  continuously.” 

Week-day  programs  for  preschool¬ 
ers  through  senior  adults  and  church 
services  on  Sunday  are  available  at 
the  42-year-<dd  mission  center  But  by 
far  the  most  popular  activities  are 
youth  sports. 

Softball,  volleyball,  basketball,  and 
track  are  the  center’s  drawing  cards. 
“When  the  sports  programs  are  going, 
it-.«an  double  our  Bible  study  Atten¬ 
dance,”  Miguez  says. 

The  mission  does  not  have  a  gym, 
so  the  weather  sets  the  sports 
schedule 

Miguez  and  the  mission  are  sup¬ 
port^  Iqr  gifts  to  the  Annie  Arm¬ 
strong  Blaster  Offering  for  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  and  the  Cooperative  Program. 
While  Miguez  is  indebted  to  Southern 
Baptists,  he  says  prayer  enables  him 
to  stay  in  the  inner  city. 

“I  would  have  been  out  a  long  time 
ago  without  prayer  support,”  he  says. 
“If  you  want  to  be  extra  extravagant 
in  mission  support,  pray  another  five 
minutes  every  day  for  your  mis¬ 
sionaries.”

The  Dutch  diristians  prayed  with  the 
four  drivers,  all  Baptists,  and  sent 
them  off  far  the  long  journey  to 
Kishinev,  the  Moldavian  caixtal.  Th^ 
had  no  idea  how  much  the  prayers 
would  be  appreciated. 

They  encountered  their  first  pro¬ 
blem  when  the  shipment  was  delayed 
30  hours  at  the  Polish/Russian  border. 
When  they  were  finally  allowedJg. 
cross  the  border,  the  other  truckers 


knew  the  exact  day  the  trucks  would 
arrive.  They  only  knew  several  Dutch 
vehicles  would  be  arriving  soon  in 
Kishinev. _ 

The  shipment  was  de¬ 
layed  30  hours  at  the  Po¬ 
lish/Russian  border; 
thieves  took  100  food 
parcels,  each  containing 
a  Bible;  but  almost  2,000 
food  parcels  arrived  in 
Moldavia  in  December.

Because  of  the  danger  of 
bandits  and  marauders  along  the 
road,  they  remained  in  their  trucks, 
even  when  they  heard  noises  outside 
during  the  ni^t. 

“When  they  awoke  the  next  morn- 
“ing,  the  men  discovered  that  thieves 
had  taken  about  100  food  parcels  and 
some  boxes  of  clothes,’  said  Jan 
Aaldring,  coordinator  of  the  project.

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North  Carolina  church  votes  to  “bless”  union  of  gays 


RALEIGH,  N.C.  (ABP)  —  By  a 
margin  of  almost  two-to-one,  a 
Soumem  Baptist  church  in  North 
Carolina  vot^  to  conduct  a  service 
blessing  the  union  of  two  homosexual 
men. 

Although  not  a  marriage  ceremoiv, 
the  service  at  Pullen  Memorial 
Church  in  Raleigh  apparently 
reiHesents  the  flrst  time  a  Southern 
Baptist  church  has  formally  endcvs- 
ed  a  homosexual  relatkmshipL  No  date 
fw  the  service  has  been  set. 

Even  before  the  vote  was  announc¬ 
ed  March  1,  the  church’s  action  drew 
the  ire  of  Southern  Baptist  leaders. 

A  resolution  passed  in  February  by 


the  SBC  Ehcecutive  Committee  con¬ 
demns  Pullen  for  condoning  “the 
gross  perversion  and  unquestioned 
sin”  of  homosexuality.  The  committee 
also  denounced  another  North 
Carolina  church,  Olin  T.  Binkl^ 
Memorial  Church  in  Chapel  Hill, 
which  will  consider  in  April  whether 
to  give  a  gay  divinity  stuoent  a  license 
to  [»«ach. 

The  Ehmcutive  Conunittee  also  is 
trying  to  exclude  churches  that  affirm 
homosexuality  from  membership  in 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Members  of  Pullen  Memorial 
Church  defied  those  criticisms, 
however,  approving  the  “blessing” 


ceremo^y  by  secret  mail  ballot.  Sxty- 
four  percent  voted  in  favor. 

In  addition  to  blessing  the  union, 
church  members  voted  to  accept  gays 
into  “full  membership”  (94%)  a^ 
voted  to  establish  a  church  document 
which  will  include  an  example  of  a 
ceremony  of  blessing,  “along  with  its 
biblical,  theological  and  historical 
imderpinnings”  (75%). 

“We  all  regret  the  media  attention 
and  the  strong,  sometimes  native, 
reactions  from  the  community  and 
the  larger  Baptist  family,”  Siler  said. 

Despite  differences  of  opinion 
within  the  church,  members  seemed 
ready  to  accept  the  decision. 


Two  North  Carolina  Baptist  leaders 
defended  the  ri^t  of  the  church  to 
make  its  own  divisions  but  voiced 
strong  personal  objections  to  the 
action. 

“The  precious  principles  of  soul 
liberty  and  church  autonomy  have  the 
potential  fcH*  grave  error,”  wrote  R.  G. 
Puckett,  editor  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  state  paper.  Pullen  Church  is 
“d^d  wnM,”  Puckett  wrote. 

Roy  Smim,  executive  director  of 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention, 
released  a  statement  upholding 
church  autonomy  and  “the  worth  of 
every  individual.”  But  Smith  added, 
“My  personal  understanding  of  the 


New  Testament  compeis  me  to  reject 
the  homosexual  lifestyle  based  on 
several  passages  of  Scripture.” 

This  is  not  the  first  time  Mahan 
Siler  has  encountered  controversy 
because  of  his  stance  on  Christian 
ministry  to  homosexuals. 

In  1968,  he  wrote  an  article  in  Bap¬ 
tists  Today  urging  churches  to 
minister  redemi^ively  to  homosex¬ 
uals.  Because  of  that  article,  Siler  was 
removed  from  the  list  of  adjunct  pro¬ 
fessors  at  Southeastern  Seminary.

Hinson,  60,  has  been  a  favorite 
target  of  Southern  Baptist 
fundamental-conservatives  for  m(H% 
than  a  decade,  particularly  for  his 
writings  on  the  deity  of  Christ.

He  became  the  focal  point  of  an  in¬ 
ternational  controversy  last  October, 
when  trustees  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Foreign  Mission  Board  discovered  he 
was  teaching  temporarily  at  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  Seminary  in 
Rusdilikon,  Switzerland,  while  on 
sabbatical  fnnn  Southern. 

Angry  FMB  trustees  voted  to  cut  all 
FMB  funding  of  the  Ruschlikon 
seminary,  sparking  a  dispute  between 
Baptists  in  Europe  and  America  that 
FMB  administrators  say  “has  brou^t 
crisis  to  our  world  mission  program.” 

Hinson  said  trustees  at  Scuthem 
“are  more  interested  in  indoctrination 
than  in  education  now.” 

“An  educator  aixi  education  re¬ 
quires  fineedom,”  he  said.  “Under  the 
present  board  of  trustees,  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  exercise  the  kind  of 
freedom  that  is  necessary  in  the 
classroom,  in  writing  or  aiything  else

Southern  Provost  Larry  McSwain 
disagreed.  “I  haven’t  seen  any 
evidmce  of  trustee  intervmtion  in  the 
classroom,”  he  said. 

McSwain  added,  however,  there  is 
more  trustee  scrutiny  of  what  a  pro¬ 
fessor  writes  or  says  in  public,  such 
as  Ifinsonh  1977  book  that  has  been  the 
basis  for  all  trustee  complaints. 
‘There  probably  is  less  freedcm  to  be 
controversial,”  the  provost  said. 

McSwain  suggested  Hinson  may 
have  “misinterpreted”  the  warning 
issued  by  trustee  leaders  recently, 
which  McSwain  said  was  not  a  threat 
but  a  purposely  “ambiguous”  state¬ 
ment  ‘xlesigi^  to  close  the  door”  on 
past  accusations. 

Accorthng  to  McSwain,  the  warning 
said  that  if  Hinson  were  teaching  what 
he  had  been  accused  of  teaching,  he 
would  have  bem  in  violation  of  the 
seminary’s  governing  theol(^cal 
document  and  subject  to  dismissal. 
However;  McSwain  added,  Hinson  was 
misinterpreted  by  his  critics.  ‘Tf  they 
had  interpreted  him  correctly,  he 
would  be  in  violation,”  McSwain  said. 

Hinson  said  the  dispute  over  his 
tjjnrhing  at  Rimehliknn  was  related  to 
the  warning  issued  by  Southern.  Both 
were  “part  of  a  carefully  orchestrated 
series  of  attacks  on  me,”  he  said, 
noting  the  same  charges  and  quota¬ 
tions  were  used  in  botii  instances. 

“On  the  positive  side,”  Hinson  con¬ 
tinued,  “the  Baptist  Seminary  at 
Richmond  offers  an  opportunity  to 
continue  the  hoitage  that  we  have 
known  as  Southern  Seminary. 

“I  think  there  are  very  important 
thii^  tha(^  (Rkhmond)  setninary 
can  be  for  me  future.

Allen  resigns  at  Southern, 
accepts  position  in  Clinton 


RICHMOND  (ABP)  —  Loyd  Allen, 
an  associate  professor  of  church 
histfl^  at  Souths  Seminary,  sulnnit- 
ted  his  resignation  March  5  to  become 
chairman  of  the  department  of  reli¬ 
gion  and  philosophy  at  Mississippi 
College,  Clinton. 

Allen’s  resignation  was  announced 
March  5  in  the  same  faculty  meeting 
in  which  Southern  professors  receiv¬ 
ed  a  press  release  r^arding  Glenn 
Hinson’s  departure  But  Allen  said  his 
decision  to  take  the  Mississippi  Ck>l- 
l^e  post  was  not  dependent  on 
Hinson'k. 

“Had  he  decided  to  stay  or  go,  that 
would  not  have  made  a  difference  in 
my  decision,”  said  Allen,  who  will 
bej^n  his  new  job  in  August. 

Allen,  40,  acknowledged  the  stresses 
of  controversy  at  Soutiiern  Seminary 
played  some  part  in  his  decision  to 
leave,  but  he  said  Mississippi  College 
also  offers  numerous  attractions. 


“Any  time  you  go  toward  a  job,  the 
context  of  the  jo^ou’re  leavin^mat- 
ters,”  he  said.  “Ibere  has  been  con¬ 
siderable  stress  at  Southern 
Seminary;  that’s  not  news.  That’s  a 
factor  in  my  decisioiv  but  it’s  only  one 
factor  in  interpreting  my  call  to 
Mississippi  College.” 

In  addition  to  chairi^  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  religion  and  philost^y  at  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  schooL  Allen  will 
teach  courses  in  New  Ibstament,  Old 
Testament  and  church  history,  his 
academic  specialty. 

In  departing,  Allen  had  positive 
words  for  Southern  Seminary. 

“I  leave  with  a  sense  of  support  for 
the  faculty  and  administration  of 
Southern  Seminary  and  a  sense  of 
hope  about  the  future  of  this  institu¬ 
tion,”  he  noted.  “I  do  care  about  this 
school.  I  would  continue  to  recom¬ 
mend  students  to  this  school.”

Blit  Bray  said  the  Bush  administra¬ 
tion’s  sta^  on  acceptance  of  gay 
issues  remains  ‘Ambiguous”  because 
the  president  seems  to  downplay  or 
distance  himself  from  such  meetings 
in  order  to  cater  to  conservative 
voters.

Hosea  13:4, 9-15;  14:1.8a 


How  much  do  you  trust  the  Lord?  Even  when  your 
tnnnan  ruaure  suggests  he  hasn't  treated  you  fairly,  do  you 
still  trust  him  to  do  what  is  right?  "Of  course  I  do,"  is  prob- 
iddy  your  first  reaction,  but  on  second  thought  do  you  still 
play  widi  the  idea  that  he  could  have  done  rhings  different¬ 
ly;  that  hecotdd  have  made  life  easier?  After  all,  you  are 
child  and  you  have  tried  to  do  vduu  he  tells  you  to  do. 
Why  ^|t  your  earthly  reward  be  more  in  line  with  your 
service  to  him^ 

tiw  laborers  hired  (w.  1-4).  Jesus  tells  of  a  person  who 
hired  wt^onen  at  different  times  during  the  day;  to  each  he 
promised  the  same  wage.  He  compares  the  Idn^om  of 
heaven  to  diis  man  with  tus  laborers  and  vineyards.  God 
calls  os  to  labor  in  tus  fields.  Ife  does  not  want  os  standing 
idle  in  dns  worid's  markBt{dace. 

The  landowner's  generosity  (w.  8-9).  To  every  laborer 
the  landowner  gave  the  same  wage:  a  penny.  To  those  who 
had  wmfced  all  day  and  to  those  viio  had  wmked  only  from 
die  deveruh  hour  he  gave  the  same  wage. 

As  children  of  our  heavenly  Father  we  are  not  all  saved  at 
the  same  age.  Some  are  saved  in  childhood,  some  in  youth; 
others  in  middle  years  or  old  age.  God  does  not  lewanl  us 
according  to  how  long  we  work  for  turn,  but  for  dedicated 
service  to  turn  after  we  become  his. 

The  first  laborors'  complaint  (w.  10-12).  The  day's 
work  was  ended.  The  pay  was  received.  Eadi  leceiv^  the 
same  amount  and  the  grumbling  began.  Thek  complaint? 
Some  had  wmked  all  day  in  the  heat  and  they  were  paid  no 
more  dian  die  laie-comers.  Sounds  unfur,  doesn't  it?  But 
let's  look  further. 

The  owner's  response  (w.  13-15).  The  good  man  re¬ 
minded  the  oomfdainers  of  thek  agreement  Ife  had  kept  his 
w(xd,  so  they  had  no  grounds  for  dissatisfactioiL  He  re¬ 
fused  to  break  his  word  to  any  of  them. 

What  a  blessed  thought  that  Jesus  never  breaks  tus  word 
to  anyone.  He  promises  eternal  life  to  the  oldest  convert 
even  as  he  grants  k  to  the  youngest.  God  gives  his  rewards 
not  because  he  owes  us  anything  for  serving  htm,  but  be¬ 
cause  he  is  God  <»f  grace  a^  God  of  love. 

'ilie  concinsioa  (v.  1^.  Charles  H.  Spurgeon  quotes 
Cidvin  as  having  stked  when  banished  from  Geiieva,  that  if 
he  had  merely  served  man,  his  banisfameia  would  have 
been  poor  pay  for  service  rendered.  But  he  had  served  the 
Lord  who  always  rewards  his  servants  exactly  as  promised. 

Would  you  have  answered  as  he  did?  What  criteria  do 
you  use  for  determining  the  value  of  your  service  to  God? 

Is  prestige  your  goal?  Read  Mark  10:43-44.  Are  you  full  of 
pride  at  your  service  to  him?  Read  Proverbs  28-^.  Do  you 
seek  power  through  your  service?  Read  I  Chronides  29:1 1. 
Do  you  begrudge  otters  the  rewards  they  receive? 

Gmatness  is  not  measured  by  our  standards.  We  need  to 
remember  that  God  is  sovereign,  and  bis  ways  are  not  ours. 
Read  Isaiah  53:8.  On  what  do  you  base  your  service  to  the 
Lord?  Do  you  serve  him  humbly  and  thankfully  and  in 
trust?  The  last  phrase  of  Exodus  22:27— God  q)eaking— 
reads:  "for  I  AM  gracious."  Verses  8-9  (tf  our  lesson  text  is 
a  good  exanqile  of  bis  gtadousness.  We  can  trust  him  in  aU 
dungs.

Mark  4:1-13 


The  active  minigtry  of  Hosea  was  rafudly  coming  to  a 
condusion.  FBs  prophecy  was  quickly  coming  to  pass.  He 
pairked  a|Mictnre  of  God's  imminent  judgment  upon  his 
peofde.  Hosea  uses  Ephraim  to  illustrate  the  Not^m  King¬ 
dom. 

Eiphraim,  the  largest  of  die  northern  tribes,  had  turned 
from  God  to  Baal  and  every  generation  increased  in  siiL 
The  ultimate  effect  was  diat  thek  gkuy  bad  turned  to 
shame.  Hosea  longed  for  die  time  whm  Israd  would  rqient 
of  idolatry  and  enjoy  die  Uessings  of  God.  His  conduding 
words  qieak  of  God’s  forgiveness  to  those  ^dio  repent 

L  The  rejected  Lord  becoares  Israel’s  destroyer  (13:4, 
9-11).  God  reaffirms  that  he  is  the  only  God  Israel  is  to 
wmdup.  This  truth  is  illustrated  by  Is^’s  experience.  A 
history  oi  thek  people  reveals  that  there  was  no  otter  god 
who  demonstrated  sudi  power  on  thek  behalf.  Beginning  in 
verse  9,  we  see  that  Israel  had  ruined  tersdf  by  turning 
from  God.  The  picture  is  one  of  cmnplete  corruption  and 
ruirt 

Israel  bad  turned  to  the  worship  of  Baal  and  to  unfaidiful 
leaders.  She  clamored  fca  a  king  like  all  the  other  nations 
had,  and  God  allowed  this  change.  Israel's  leaders  were  in¬ 
effective  and  contributed  to  ter  destruction.  Any  time  we 
replace  God’s  leadership  with  human  leadership  we  are  in 
trouUe.  That  rqiplies  to  church  leaders  as  well  as  political 
leaders. 

n.  Israel’s  destruction  described  (13:12-15).  Israel's 
disobedience  to  God  was  moving  ter  closer  to  the  ultimate 
judgment  and  destructiotL  Hosea  here  uses  a  vivid  illustra¬ 
tion.  The  fetus  whicb  win  not  emerge  from  the  womb  is 
sure  to  die.  Israel  refused  to  accept  God’s  pmnises;  the  na¬ 
tion  faced  a  fate  no  better  than  death.  We  must  never  forget 
that  God  bolds  the  power  of  life  and  death. 

Israel’s  judgmem  would  witness  the  dq)arture  of  God’s 
compassion  and  patience.  Her  arrogaiKe  and  willful  disobe¬ 
dience  would  lead  to  the  death  of  that  nation.  That  is  a  high 
price  to  pay  for  enjoying  the  pleasures  of  sin.  We  would  do 
weU  to  afEbrm  the  same  trudi. 

HL  A  call  for  rqreikaiice  (14:1-3).  When  the  destruction 
of  Israel  seemed  inevitable,  Hosea  issued  a  final  caU  for  the 
people  to  repeat,  and  turn  to  God.  In  vases  2-3  he  gives 
them  a  prvyer  to  pray  to  God.  They  were  to  ask  forgiveness 
of  sins  and  return  to  the  worship  of  God,  ratha  than  wor¬ 
ship  of  idolf.  This  is  the  same  to  repentance  wfaicb  God 
extends  to  the  world  today.  His  love  has  not  changed. 

IV.  The  Lord’s  promise  of  hope  for  those  who  repent 
(14:4-8).  The  power  of  God  to  b^  broken  lives  is  illustrat¬ 
ed  in  this  passage.  When  Israel  rq)enied,  God  would  faith- 
fiilly  restore  ha  people  in  a  loving  relationship.  He  would 
teal  them,  as  the  physician  treats  a  patient  ba^  to  health. 

He  would  renew  and  refresh  thek  lives,  as  the  dew  does  for 
the  earth’s  vegetation.  This  was  God’s  desire  for  them  all 
the  time.  Thek  disobedienoe  bad  separated  them  fiom  the 
Lord’s  blessings,  but  thek  true  repentance  could  lead  to  re- 
stmed  blessings. 

God  has  not  rescinded  his  promise  to  those  who  repent. 
The  {Homise  for  us  has  been  enhanced  through  the  life,  ' 
deat^  and  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ.  When  we  repent, 
God  is  failfaful  and  just  to  forgive  us  and  cleanse  us  from  all 
unrighteousness.  Hosea  is  a  marvelous  lesson  in  God’s  re- 
deoning  love.  There  k  a  place  in'oar  wmld  for  some  mod¬ 
ern-day  prophets  like  Hosea.  We  need  to  prodaim  the  de¬ 
structive  nature  of  sin,  and  a  call  for  our  world  to  repent  and 
turn  to  God.  Sin  will  destroy  a  life,  but  God  will  restore  ev¬ 
eryone  who  will  repeik.

One  of  the  most  difficult  circumstances  to  deal  with  in 
life  is  rejection.  Not  a  one  of  os  has  m  easy  time  with 
being  rejected,  and  our  lesson  this  week  has  much  to  say 
about  this  matter.  What  is  our  respmise  to  be  to  rejection? 
What  risk  do  we  take  to  minister  to  otters?  Do  we  risk 
being  rejected? 

l.  We  all  know  from  experience  that  many  times  die  hard¬ 
est  people  to  minista  to  are  those  that  know  us  best.  In 
verses  1-2,  we  find  Jesus  returning  to  tus  own  country  to 
teach  in  the  synagogue.  How  would  the  Nazarenes  react  to 
Jesus?  The  Bible  says  they  took  “offense”  at  him.  They 
called  him  “the  carpenter”  and  “son  of  Mary”  as  if  to  say, 
“Who  does  he  dunk  he  is?” 

De^te  die  belittling,  Jesus  went  to  the  synagogue  on  the 
Sabbath  to  teadi.  Not  only  should  this  encourage  each  of  us 
to  {uess  on  with  die  go^l,  it  should  certainly  encourage  us 
to  be  faithful  in  our  Suriday  School  and  worship  attendance. 
How  would  we  respond  to  peqile’s  reaction  in  this  man¬ 
na?  Jesus  warns  us  in  verses  2-3  against  aUowing  femiliar- 
ity  or  prejudice  to  prevent  us  fitun  tearing  God’s  true  mes¬ 
sengers.  How  many  times  are  we  guilty  of  living  with  past 
prejudices  in  dealing  widi  a  Christian  brother  or  sister  that 
is  now  being  used  by  die  Lord? 

n.  In  verse  4  Jesus  acknowledges  that  a  prophet  is  not 
honored  in  his  own  country,  among  his  own  1^,  and  in  his 
own  house.  This  should  not  only  be  an  acknowledgment  to 
us  but  a  warning  that  we  should  deepen  our  respect  for 
God’s  genuine  servants. 

We  find  in  verses  S-6  that  because  of  the  people’s  unbe¬ 
lief,  Jesus  was  limited  in  what  he  could  do  in  his  own  coun¬ 
try.  What  limits  Jesus  in  our  lives?  Many  times  it  is  a  lack 
of  faith,  just  as  the  lack  of  faith  shown  by  these  Nazarenes. 
Faith  is  a  necessary  channel  through  which  Jesus  works  in 
our  lives. 

m.  The  rejection  that  Jesus  suffered  did  not  stop  him.  He 
moved  on  to  otha  villages  to  teach.  Very  sadly  today  many 
Christians  quit  at  the  first  sign  of  rejectioa  The  Christ-like 
way  would  be  to  continue  to  minista,  just  as  Jesus  did  in 
this  situation. 

rv.  In  these  verses  we  find  that  Jesus  sent  out  the  twelve 
disc^les  in  pairs  and  empowered  them  to  preach,  cast  out 
demons,  and  beaL  The  disciples  preached  that  people 
should  repent,  and  also  minister^  to  the  needy  people. 

We  are  all  caDed  by  Jesus  to  spread  the  goqiel.  We 
should  be  motivated  to  share  the  good  news  ate  to  minista  - 
to  people  in  need.  Many  take  “shake  off  the  dust”  in  verse 
11  out  of  context  and  use  it  as  a  proof  text  to  give  up  too 
easily.  This  is  not  an  excuse  from  persisting  in  our  efforts 
for  Christ. 

What  is  our  Christian  req>onse  to  rejection?  Our  lesson 
dns  week  clearly  admonishes  us  to  continue  to  minista.  L 
ns  resolve  this  week  to  minister  to  those  in  need,  and  to 
share  die  good  news  with  all  that  we  caa  La’s  also  remem- 
ba  our  Annie  Armstrong  Home  Mission  emphasis  this 
week.
